Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1962. 

This  was  another  year  with  no  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  use  of  the  oral  vaccine  will  produce  sufficient 
immunity  in  the  population  to  prevent  the  occurence  of  this  disease. 

There  was  one  case  of  Typhoid.  This  was  in  a  person  who  had 
been  abroad  on  holiday.  Information  was  received  from  another 
district  that  a  member  of  the  party  of  which  she  had  been  a  member 
had  been  found  to  have  Typhoid.  This  was  several  weeks  after 
their  return  to  this  country.  The  person  in  this  district  had  not 
been  well,  and,  as  a  result  of  following  up  the  information  received, 
was  found  to  have  Typhoid.  As  an  extra  precaution  the  effluent 
from  the  sewage  works,  which  was  one  of  the  older  ones  soon  to  be 
replaced,  was  chlorinated  for  a  period.  There  were  no  further  cases. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  Eighteen  cases  were 
notified.  We  are  now  in  a  position  where  it  should  be  possible  to 
stamp  out  respiratory  Tuberculosis  completely.  To  do  this  it  is 
most  important  that  all  reservoirs  of  infection  in  the  community  are 
discovered.  Mass  Radiography  is  of  enormous  value  in  this  work; 
but  unfortunately  it  is  not  always  possible  to  persuade  people  to 
attend.  Those  who  will  not  attend  because  “It  isn’t  worth  worrying 
at  my  age”  or  because  “It  is  just  a  smoker’s  cough”  are  the  greatest 
danger  to  others,  children  especially.  It  is  almost  always  possible 
now  to  treat  with  drugs  and  make  the  infections  non-infectious,  so 
there  should  be  no  fear  attached  to  attending  for  an  X-ray. 

The  Old  People’s  Bungalows  at  Plympton,  with  Warden  and 
Bell  System,  built  as  a  result  of  co-operation  between  the  District 
as  Housing  Authority  and  County  as  Welfare  Authority,  are  proving 
to  be  of  great  value.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Main  supplies  are  obtained  from  the  River  Yealm,  River  Erme 
and  Butterbrook  (Harford),  all  of  which  are  chlorinated  and 
treated  with  lime. 

The  additional  Filtration  Plant  at  Watercombe  came  into 
operation  in  February  and  has  improved  the  supplies  by  approxi¬ 
mately  550,000  gallons  per  day,. 
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With  the  extension  of  the  distribution  system  throughout  the 
district  the  local  supplies  to  certain  hamlets  have  now  been 
abandoned  and  it  is  the  ultimate  aim  for  the  whole  of  the  area 
except  Bickleigh  to  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  Reservoirs  at 
Houndall,  Watercombe  and  Harford.  Bickleigh  is  supplied  from 
Plymouth  Corporation  Main. 

It  is  estimated  on  December  31st,  1962,  that  of  the  houses  in 
the  district  97%  are  supplied  by  mains,  1%  by  standpipe  and  2% 
from  private  sources. 

Adequate  water  mains  have  been  laid  by  direct  labour  on  all 
new  estates  being  developed  within  the  district. 

Further  sections  of  the  new  Plymstock  ring  main  have  been 
laid  in  the  Springfield  and  Furzehatt  Road  localities  in  conjunction 
with  the  new  development  now  proceeding,  and  this  is  now  93% 
completed.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Work  has  continued  on  the  Ermington  Scheme  and  it  is 
anticipated  the  works  will  be  fully  operational  by  February  1963. 
Work  has  commenced  on  the  Yealmpton  Scheme. 

Approval  for  the  Plymstock  Main  Drainage  Scheme  has  been 
obtained  from  the  Ministry,  and  a  start  is  anticipated  by  the 
Summer  of  1 963. 


A  Scheme  has  been  prepared  and  approved  for  the  drainage 
of  the  Elburton  Road  North  area,  and  work  is  expected  to  start 
in  the  spring  of  next  year. 

A  Scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  drainage  of  the  Oreston 
area,  and  for  the  extension  of  the  Billacombe  Works  which  will 
treat  the  sewage  from  this  area. 

Aerial  surveys  for  the  Newton  and  Noss  and  Wembury  areas 
have  been  carried  out  to  provide  the  basic  information  for  the 
preparation  of  Sewerage  Schemes  for  these  areas. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Tipping  continued  at  Linketty  Lane,  where  the  tip  is  nearing 
completion.  Action  is  being  taken  to  provide  additional  Tipping 
facilities. 

We  have  continued  to  afford  a  weekly  collection  of  household 
refuse  to  the  whole  district  except  a  few  isolated  properties.

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CARAVAN  SITES  &  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT, 

1960 

Applications  for  Site  Licences  were  received  in  respect  of  a 
number  of  sites.  These  have  been  dealt  with  in  accordance  with 
the  Act,  and,  after  determination  of  their  requirements  under  the 
Principal  Act,  Licences  have  been  issued  in  respect  of  5  sites. 

Enquiries  as  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  continue  to  be  received 
and  action  and  vigilance  is  required  to  control  the  unlawful  siting 
of  caravans. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  no  charge  was  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private  dwellings 
but  the  full  cost  of  work  at  business  premises  was  recovered. 

Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  officials  of  the 
Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  and  their  advice  is  always  appreciated. 

Annual  Test  Baiting  was  carried  out  in  April  in  31  sewerage 
systems.  As  a  result  it  was  necessary  to  carry  out  a  maintenance 
treatment  in  May  in  9  systems.  The  second  maintenance  treat¬ 
ment  was  carried  out  in  November  in  9  systems.  The  Council’s 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  were  treated  on  36  occasions,  the  Refuse 
'ftps  on  13  occasions,  and  the  Dean  Cross  Playing  Field  on  one 
occasion. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  can  be  seen 
from  the  table. 

The  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator, 
assisted  part-time  by  another  workman  in  the  Department. 

The  methods  advocated  by  the  Infestation  Division  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  extermination 
of  rats  and  mice  were  used,  the  bait  bases  being  damp  sausage  rusk, 
bread  mash,  oatmeal  and  sugar  meal,  and  the  poisons  zinc 
Phosphide,  arsenious  oxide,  Antu  (alpha-naphthyl-thiourea)  and 
Warfarin.
